T. A. Holt Company after Ninety 
¥ears of Succéssful Business 
Will Dissolve January Ist 


Parents and grandparents and pos- 
sibly great-grandparents, have. traded 
at the “Store under the Church”. For 
ninety years this firm has been serving 
the people of Andover; and, in this old 
general store, high-grade goods have 
often been found on sale when many 
other larger supply stores have been 
tried unsuccessfully. 

The firm was originally known as 
Higgins & Abbott. It was then Holt & 
Higgins; after this, in about 1875, it 
became T. A. Holt & Co. Twelve years 
ago, at the dsuth of Timothy Augustus 
Holt, the T. A. Holt Company was 
formed, having for its seven partners 
Charles B. Jenkins, William B. Cheever, 
George E. Holt, James Marshall, Arthur 
Jackson, J. Warren Berry, and Joseph

Universal membership 
will prove this, “To record such a mem- 
bership the ‘Red. Cross Christmas Roll 
Call is to be held the week before 
Christmas. The minimum quota ‘for 
Andover has been placed at 60% of the 
1915 census, or 4786, but the maximum 
qucta we hope to reach is every man, 
woman and child in Andover. 

The membership button has a bhie 
rim with a red eross in the center of a 
white background and the figures 1919 
under the red cross; For homes, stores, 
factories and offices there is a Red Cross 
Service Flag to be displayed in-windows. 
It has a double blue border representing 
the second membership appeal, and a 
red cross in the center of a white back- 
ground, and the figure 100 per cent for 
a business house er factory which has 
enrolled every person employed there. 

No family in Andover should be con- 

tent to display a service flag with only 
one cross. ‘There should be added -a 
‘small Red Cross for each member of the 
family. The aim is to enroll families 
100 per cent, equally with business con- 
cerns. A Red Cross can be added for 
each membership.

Many lives have been 
given and much blood has been shed, 
but back of it all is the glory of serving 
in such a cause. 
“In no part of the world may mothers, 
fathers and other relatives be prouder.

I congratulate you people of 
New England upon your kinship of 
those young men. 
“IT believe the combat troops should 
be the first to return, as they were the 
first to go.’’—Boston Globe.

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Church “‘Barnacles”—A Query 


‘The concerted attempt of the Congre- 
getional ehurehes of Andover during 
this week, to secure a wider and more 
ecuitable “financial support from its 
members and friends, by a house to 
ho ise canvas, has focused the attention 
of a large group of Andover citizens 
upon the work these churches are doing, 
and has evoked from the Editor of the 
Townsman a declaration criticizing 
the attempt in the order of its procedure. 
A cording to him the “first” duty of 
ti-se churches is not to solicit funds for 
it maintenance but rather to haul these 
churches into some “‘drydock” and there 
by the expenditure of ‘“‘time and effort” 
to serape the life-sucking “barnacles” 
f.om off their timbers.. By “ barnacles” 
he means, of course, certain extraneous 
attachmenfts:which impede the normal 
progress of church activities in this 
¢ mmunity. What these “barnacles” 
ace and the best method of ridding the 
churches of them are clearly known to 
the Editor, and in fact to everybody. 

“It would not be difficult for any 
of us to identify some very active 
barnacles which have sucked a lot of 
life out of the sound timbers of the 
Protestant churches in the United 
States”. 

According to him there was a time 
when the church was ‘“‘sound” and sea- 
worthy, and its soundness may be re- 
stored by the removal of certain para- 
sites which are sucking out its life and 
rendering it impotent for service. 
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That our estimable Editor regards 
the church as still worthy of the “time 
and effort” needed to restore to pristine 
soundness, is certainly gratifying to its 
Andover friends. 

Dr. Cadman last Sunday in Brook-

the fraternity of the race, the vindica- 
tion of justice, and the punishment of 
transgressoion.”” The writer doubts 
not that our Editor, so far from chal- 
lenging this utterance would be willing 
to champion it. It spite of its life- 
sucking “barnacles” the Church has 
performed and is performing a gigantic 
work; all this our Editor would grant. 
His contention is that a “great mass” 
of men and women are “alienated” 
from the Churches in Andover because 
of their neglect or refusal to detach 
from their membership or methods of 
operations, certain agencies which are 
no vital part of the Church and serve 
only to neutralize her efforts. 

Whatever truth inheres in this con- 
tention( and all must frankly admit 
some truth) yet it is worth wikle to call 
attention to the false assumption under’ 
lying his criticism. This is:— 

That the Church, once shed: of 


“barnacles” would be assured of an 


ek we 


unhindering and ‘prosperous voyage. 
Thus unincumbered it would “at- 


tract a great mass of men and women 


whe have been so long alienated from 
participation in Church duties.” But 
would it? This is the “query”. 

Now to attract not only a “mass” 
but a “great mass” within the folds of 
our Churches in Andover is° certainly 
a goal worthy of all “time and effort” 
required to scrape barnacles from the 
timbers. 

There are scores of Church members 
who would be willing to work overtime 
to secure such a beneficent result. What 
fisherman would. not rush into rubber 
boots, oil skin and: tarpaulin and, 
grabbing his scraper, work knee-deep 
in water tearing off barnacles were he 
sure that by so doing he would secure 
a big haul of fish? 

The function of the Church is to 
catch men for God and the writer knows 
of no work on earth more difficult. The 
task given the Church is the most 
stupendous task on this planet and 
only that man or woman who has 
commandeered every facility, and ounce 
of nerve, and flung the whole of his 
unified being into an attempt to win 
men away from sin to loyal allegiance 
to Jesus Christ is competent to realize 
the Gibraltar obstacles to be overcome. 

The Church is surrounded by a be- 
wildering array of cults, all claiming 
to be the true. divinity; it faces greed, 
insolence, self-exaltation and long en- 
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across the things that men and women 
love. It is true that the barnacles of 
faithless children, disloyal members, 
incompetent agents and resolute ene- 
mies within, do arid always have 
impeded her progress. but gigantic 
hindrances would challenge her progress 
were no such barnacles cleaving to her 
timbers. There are reefs, sunken rocks 
counter currents and whirlpools, fogs 
and storms in her pathway. The ‘‘great 
mass” will be found sailing with the 
current in a direction opposite her own 
and will not be easily attracted by her 
appeals nor easily persuaded to swap 
transports. 

I know of no illusion more subtle, 
more evasive, more pleasing to one’s self- 
esteem than to claim loyalty to Jesus 
Christ, while refusing to come in under 
the responsibilities and duties of some 
local church; to flatter one’s self that the 
“barnacles” and only the barnacles 
prevent his taking passage on the 
spiritual ship. 

Give us better spiritual ships by all 
means, but let us not flatter ourselves 
that such ships will ever seem attractive 
to the “great masses”’.

American oranges and apples are 
needed by wounded and sick American 
soldiers in hospitals and camps in Eng- 
land and France. The boys hunger for 
the food from home and, the oranges, 
in particular, are the means of saving 
life, orange juice being used in fever 
cases. ! 
There has been great scarcity of the 
fruit in France and England. Red Cross 
doctors scoured Paris in search of 
oranges in October and finally found 
one box for which they paid $20.00. 
Apples have sold in France for forty 
cents each. 

To meet the situation, the Fighting 
Forces’ Fruit Fund has been created. 
The contributor who gives six dollars 
to the fund provides an apple and an 
orange for each of 326 men. The 
The White Star and Cunard lines carry 
the fruit without charge. The Fidelity 
Trust Company of Chambers street, 
New York, acts as treasurer, and con- 
tributions should be sent to it. It is 
work for both the well and the sick. The 
Red Cross wants to put an apple in the 
Christmas stocking it intends to give 
each soldier.—Boston Transcript. 


Gen. Savard’ Tribute to his Men 


On the way over from New York, 
Gen. Edwards dictated this tribute to 
the men of the 26th Division: 

‘““My heart warms to New England in 
this invitation to Boston as a tribute to 
those Stout-hearted lads I had the honor 
of commanding in nine months’ desper- 
ate fighting on the first front line. 

“‘T left them on October 25, north of 
Verdun, after they had taken the last 
heights of the Meuse, the only remain- 
ing Boche observation posts. They 
accomplished the impossible. 

“They never gave a foot of ground 
and never failed to gain their objectives. 
They have been cited by many French 
generals with whom they served. They 
are called ‘La Belle Division Americaine’ 
the Saviors of Paris. 

““They are now resting and enjoying 
the first leave of absence since they left 
New England. Many lives have -been 
given and much blood has been shed, 
but back of it all is the glory of serving 
in such a cause. 

“‘In no part of the world may mothers, 
fathers and other relatives be prouder. 
Never has tradition been better ful- 
filled. I congratulate you people of 
New England upon your kinship of 
those young men. 

‘“*T believe the combat troops should 
be the first to return, as they were the 
first to go.” —Boston Globe.

French Women Deck Graves of Our 
Soldiers 


Upon the eastern slope of Mount 
Valerian are buried the two hundred and 
eighty American soldiers who have- died 
in Paris hospitals. Although the ceme- 
tery has been in use only three months, 
it is sought out by reverent American 
visitors, and the graves, marked by the 
intertwined colors of the two republics 
are constantly decorated with flowers. 

Not content with adopting as god- 
mothers the American soldiers who re- 
turn to Paris on furlough, French moth- 
ers whose sons have died in the war, 


have adopted the boys from the United 


States even in death. To each cross 
on Mount Valerian there is pinned a 
card showing that some woman has 
vowed the grave never shall be with- 
out a wreath or vase of flowers. 

From the slopes of Valerian the beau- 
tiful panorama of the Paris region 
spreads out, for the imposing hill is one 
of the most effective defenses of the city. 
The oldest grave jn the cemetery is that 
of Private Bought of the 102d Infantry, 
who died March 25 last. Most of the 
plates tacked to the wooden crosses 
bear more recent dates, however, and the 
majority say the soldier lying there be- 
longed to the Marine Corps.

The Executive Committee of the 
Public Safety Committee held an im- 
portant meeting on Wednesday night 
at which the preliminary steps were 
taken. for disbanding the committee.

While there is no suggestion that there 
should be the least restraint exercised in 
expressing pleasure, or extending a 
welcome to the boys as they may come 
home in numbers of one or more, the 
idea of this committee will be to lay out 
such a program for a general celebration 
and at the right time, that everybody in 
town may have a part in doing honor to 
the entire group of Andover’s six: hun- 
dred. 


We All Want More Power 

Well, well, we hadn't meant to make 
anybody seriously exercised when we 
spoke of the barnacles on the churches 
last week. Certainly we had not meant 
to put any sort of an impediment in the 
way of a successful canvass for money 
that they all need to carry on the 


activities that they ought -to be carrying 
‘on efficiently, in fact, that they ought to

We welcome the communication in 
another column and rather agree with 
some of it; certainly we are not going to 
allow any controversy to follow in con- 
nection with this situation.

All right, certainly it is cargoes we 
want in the program for church develop- 
ment. It takes a lot of courage to scrap 
the old notions and start out on entirely 
new ones. Churches are almost the last 
organizations in the world to show that 
sort of courage, but the history of the 
world for the last two thousand years 
indicates that there have been such 
exhibitions and such changes, and there 
is pretty sure to be another even though 
it is difficult to tell when. 


Editorial Cinders 
The world has been full of tragedies in 
the last few years, but it is only when 
they come close to our own homes that 
we can feel the full force of them. The 
death of ‘‘Tom” Carter hits the whole 
of West Andover a pretty severe blow 
because it is doubtful if a boy in the 
entire district had the respect and ad- 
miration of old and young to so great 
an extent as did he. It also hits those 
of us who have known him as a student 
in the public schools, where by example 
and duty well done, he made himself a 
natural leader of his associates and a 
youth always commanding the trust of 
his superiors. It was natural that he 
should go into the war; it was natural 
that he should progress through the 
stages up to a leadership; it was natural 
in that leadership that he should go 
“over the top” every time he had a 
chance, with all the enthusiasm and fire 
of youth possessed, and courage and 
character inherited. Few young men in 
the war will leave a place vacated, from 
which will radiate as an example to the 
boys coming along, a part better played 
than that of this son of Andover, son of 
Punchard, and son of a father and 
mother who have today not only the 
sympathy of their neighbors, but the 
pride’shared by everybody who knew the 
lad, in the satisfaction that he lived and 
died for all that was best in New 
England ideals.

That was an excellent choice of the 
Governor in picking Louis A. Coolidge 
as the chief weleomer for the soldiers 
from across. Not only does Mr. Cool- 
idge fit into the atmosphere of appre- 
ciation of the greal job that the United 
States soldiers have been doing across 
the water, but he has the rare faculty 
of uniting a group of men into a com- 
mittee that will do any task with which 
it is charged most efliciently.

MUST “CARRY ON” 


Report of the Secretary of - The 
Andover Village Improvement 
Society for the year ending 
November 11, 1918 


The annual meeting of the Andover 
Village Improvement Society which had 
been postponed from November 1!1th, 
was held last Monday evening in the old 
School Committee room at the Town 
House. The President, Charles H. 
Forbes had charge of the meeting and 
the main business consisted of the 
reading of the reports of the secretary, 
Miss Emma J. Lincoln and the treasurer 


John C. Angus. These reports are 
given below. 
The continued support of civic 


societies in times like these is a serious 
problem. We feel that they must 
“Carry on”. The organized forces 
must continue their work of holding 
fast to what has been previously gained, 
that no effort be lost for lack of con- 
tinuing care; but the serious shortage 
of labor, the desire to release all avail- 
able men for essential war work, make it 
the patriotic duty of a society like ours 
to limit its calls for labor to a minimum, 

Because of these conditions, the 
trustees have felt that the only work 
they should undertake this year was the 
care of the small parks which they have 
improved in earlier years and this we 
have done. 

At Indian Ridge the fallen trees 
were cleared away in the spring; occasion- 
al visits kept track of conditions there, 
and the committee have reported the 
place entirely free from moths. 

Last winter we subscribed for an 
additional copy of “The House Beauti- 
ful” for Memorial Hall Library, and 
purchased two covers for the same, so 
that two copies of this magazine have 
been available for home use, that of 
the current month and the one pre- 
ceding, 

As the Library subscribes for a copy 
for use of its readers, this set-will later 
be bound and given to the Ballardvale 
Branch Library. One grateful reader 
said of the magazine, “It makes an 
appeal to me which no other magazine 
does.”” 

The published list of members shows 
that in spite of the manifold calls for 
help which have come ‘to them; the 
majority of the members have continued 
to give their financial support to the 
Society. 

We wish to express our appreciation 
of this mark of confidence. 

With our accumulated funds some- 
thing well worth while may be done 
when conditions become formal, and 
the trustees have various plans in view. 

It is hoped that before many years 
Andover will adopt the plan of at least 
a semi-annual collection of tin cans and 


other ~similar refuse, which.now are 


dumped in any available spot in spite 
of printed warnings, ahd render un- 
sightly as well as unsanitary many 
beautiful walks and drives. We com- 
mend this subject to. the attention 
of the voters of Andover. 

Since this report was written there 
has been some discussion in regard to a 
memorial to those who lost their lives 
in the war, and the suggestion has been 
made that such a memorial should 
stand upon the triangle at the junction 
of Main and High streets. 

It may be stated here that the owner- 
ship of this land has been definitely 
decided; all the land not fenced in 
belongs to the town. 

A tract adjoining which. formerly be- 
longed to the town was fenced in many 
years ago by a former owner, ostensibly 
to protect some trees; through the care- 
lessness of former town officials this 
fence was permitted to stand, and in 
twenty years the land thus seized was 
lost to the town. 

Whatever form a memorial shall take 
whether dn addition or partial recon- 
struction of Memorial Hall Library, or 
the erection of a new building for civic 
or other purposes, or bronze or stone 
memorial, against which there are 
many strong objections, one thing 
the town owes itself before anything 
else is to make a more worthy setting 
to our present Library. 

In order to do this, the town should 
take by the law of eminent domain the 
land it formerly owned, properly com- 
pensating the owner, and add it to the 
present open area. 

If any such action is taken, our 
Society stands ready to secure for the 
town the advice of one of the best 
landscape artists in the country, as to 
laying out this park, and to assist in 
any other way in its beautification.

First Andover Officer to Lose His | Christ Church to Devote Several 


Life Fighting for the Cause of 
Humanity 


Through, a -letter written to his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. George M. 
Carter of High Plain road, West 
Andover, Colonel R. O. Van Horn has 
given news of the brave death of 
second lieutenant, Thomas Edward 
Carter on November 4th at La Tuilerie 
Ferme. 


2nd LIEUT. THOMAS EDWARD CARTER 


“Tom” Carter, was born February 
10, 1896 in West: Pembroke, Maine. 
His family came to Andover seven weeks 
after his birth. He was graduated in 
1913. from Punchard High School, 
and from there he went to Amherst 
Agricultural College. He would have 
been graduated last April but he felt 
that ‘there must be a Carter in France” 
so-he left college in December for the 
“Winter Plattsburg” at Camp Upton 
in Yaphank, N. ¥. These men at the 
Camp were needed “ overseas” so when 
the call came to go before a commission 
had been gained, he offered-his service at 
once. He has’ fought, therefore, in 
France as both private and lieutenant in 
in 308th Infantry, Company G. - Four 
times has Lieut. Carter led his men 
“over the top”? successfully and safely, 
and it was this fifth time, while in the 
very thickest of gallant fighting, that he 
met his death and was instantly killed. 
This was a hero’s death and what he 
would have chosen: No man in so short 


a life could have been better prepared | 


to meet death, for his life was good and 
true, ‘and big, and his influence. was 
strengthening wherever his ~sunshiny 
presence was. known. 

In his church next Sunday at 10.30 
o’clock, Rev. Newman Matthews will: 
hold a memorial service to this first 
Andover officer who-has met “death 
fighting for his country. :
